made to any other American library, It 
is clear that the individual was not an em- 
ployee of this Agency. Impersonation of a 
Federal officer is, of course, a criminal 
offense, and Mrs. Abzug’s letter was for- 
warded to the Justice Department for such 
action as they deem necessary. There is no 
indication that this Agency has ever been 
involved in the type of incident mentioned. ©
